A VICTOKY FUR THE STRIKERS. 



, Tb«- I'iml A|;)(re*«lvw Move on the I'^rf

Homestead, Pa., July 6.— Th* first 
aggresalve move in an attempt on tiie 
part of the Camegi« Stod company to 
•tart their •mlllH in opposition to the 
wigheB of the Idckcd-out men was made 
yeeterday, but was iinsuwessful. The 
mill workerH cjinie off victorious at 
every point. Yesterday morning the 
Carnegie Steel company applied to 
Sharilf HcCleary. of AUefhany county, 
for help in guarding their Homestead 
» property, and prott:'cti()n for those men 
who, they claiin, are willinj; and anx- 
ions to go to work, but are in fear of 
bodily h'artn from tlie strikers. 

Hherifl: McCleary. accompanied by ex- 
Sheriffs Gray and ("Inly came hotn 
Pittsburg at noi.n and repaired to the 
strikers' neiidqiiji'. lers. announcing that 
they v.'onld as -nine control of the Car- 

^ negie Stee] comi any's iiroperty.- and 
would d' tiiil ^(inie <.ii'inities to ijuard t)ie 
works liitcr in tlie day, but before doing 
K> wislied a personal inspection of the 

^ ground.*. They asked for a pass to visit 

the interior of the mill, which was not 
only given by the advisory committee 
ont a bodyguard of ten men were fur- 
ni8hed the tiheriif to show him every- 
thing in sight. 

After an inspection of the works the 
sheriff was escorted back to head(juar- 
t^rB, where a committee was awaiting 
him. The chainium (jf the advisory 
, committee addressed the aheriff as fol- 
lows: 

"Mr. Sheriflf, the Homestead people, 
both before this trouble came and since 
its precipitation, have expressed their 
intention of not only guarding their 
• own proi)erty but the property of their 
employers, the Carnegie Steel company, 
as well. The property is not endan- 
gered, but the bringing into Homestead 
of deputies, oKtensibly for the purpose 
of guarding the property, which is not 
in danger, is unnecessary. Now. we, 
the people of Honiesiead. wish to make 
an offer. We will place from Hfty to 
500 of our best tili/.ens inside of that 
mill to guard that property if the firm 
think it is in danger, and these men will 
protect tlie projievty with their own 
lives, if necessary, and further than 
that a bond of $li>.()()0 will be given for 
the faithful vigilance of each man 
posted. We don't want dpputy ahenlf<^ 
here, as it will precipitate troable, and 
therefore make this offer." 

Sheriff' McCleary said that he was un- 
\ able to accept the offer, although he ac- 
knowledged the sensibility and fairness 
of the proposition and stated that he hrd 
been instructed to brinjj fifty deputy 
sheriffs to Homestead dunng tha after- 
noon and would do so. 

"To bring them at your risk, we he'-e- 
by dissolve the advisory committee iind 
wa will not be i-esponaibie fur any 
trouble which may accrue fnmkthaur 
coming," said the chairman. 

The sheriff then left for Pittsburg, but 
before he got out of town the following 
petition, signed by many of the most 
prominent residents of Miniin township, 
wiiA ffying over tha 'wira to Pittsburg 
to W. J. Brennan: 

"The citizens of Mifflin township ask 
for a temporary injunction to restrain 
4cbe sheria of Allegheny county from 
Bending deputies to th» Homestead steel 
works, wa believe it is a move calcu* 
' lated to cause unnecessary disturb- 
anew." , 

No reply has been Tvceivad from Mr. 
Brennan. 

Tha word that tha advisory committee 
had been dissolvad and that the sherii! 
womld attempt to place his men inside 
tha works bafora night, caused great ex- 
citement and in less than one hour, a 
petition was in drculation among the 
leading merchants of the town, prfyiolf 
Gtovenier Pattison to repair to B<i]be> 
^ stead immediately and take some steps 
toward averting the trouble and poesiblT 
bloodshed which appears near at haao. 

▲ fewndnntes after 4 o'clock word 
^m-^tttrngfA that seventy-five blue- 
conHMKrtcfi men had inst landed 
atlCeiTAion stMien in Pittsburg on 
their w»v to ^fiMtead, and folly 9,00e 
men within a few moments were dis 
tributed along the railroad track near 
the station in readiness to receive the 
Pinkertons should they att^pttoland 
in Homestead. 

Although the workmen were disap- 
pointed rogardiof thf Pinkertons they 
BOOB had excitement enough. At 4:80 
o'clock word was received that ez-Sher- 
iS Cluly with eleven men were rapidly 
nearin^ Homestead on the Pittsburg, 
Virginia and Charleston railroad, due at 

A rush was made toward the Gty 
Farm station, and when the train passed 
about 8,000 ptiuple had cof^gregated 
about the depot, bat the deputias did 
not appear. 

' A few moments later a mighty shout 
CMM from 1,500 i)eople gathered st 
Imhall station, above which is the 
main eatrance to the mill, telling the 
crowd below that the deputies had 
landed. The scene which followed is 
uadescribable. The crowd at City Farm 
station were compelled to come up along 
side of the fence about 800 yards before 

Setting on to Eighth avenue, leading to 
[unhall station, and as every man 
wanted to be the first to get to Munhall, 
the narrow passage wav was crowded 
to suffocation by the struK^ling mill 
workers, all tumbling over each other m 
their great haste. When the crowd 
rea<;hod Eighth avenue they were 
'joined by a larger crowd. uU bresfjing 



towam Munnaii, aidf Am Utf-tdtst street 
was hardly able to Bold tbem. 

In the meanwJMle the deputies in 
charge of Sheriff duly were having an 
Interesting time at JUunhall gate. As 
soon as the train stopped the di^uties. 
headed by Cluly, started toward the 

Sate, against which stood several hun- 
red brawny mill men. The deputies 
came /sloee up to the determined mill 
workers* Who looked them square in the 
face without fiinching or moving aa 
inch. Ex-Sheriff Cluly advanced ^nd in 
a clear voice said: 

"Men, we command you to fall back 
and give us entrance to the property of 
the Carnegie Steel company, wnich we 
are detailed to guard." 

There wae silence for a moment, 
when one of the workers stepjied for- 
ward and said: "We can not permit you 
te enter the mill. The mill • property is 
■et in danger, nor does It teqwe your 
foardianship, and we think tliM dionld 
we admit von to this mill it would be 
agailMt our interests, so we will not sJ* 
low yon to enter. Should yon wish to 
return to Pittsburg we will see that you 
get safely out of town." 

Acting ^teriff Cluly, after a few mo- 
ments' oonmltatiob wiui his aids, said: 
"We will go back to Pittsburg, and will 
depend on you for a safe escort out of 
town." 

A large guard of workmen formed 
about the oepntiee and started toward 
Amalgamated headquarters where the 
men were to be kept until the little 
steamer Edna could be summoned to 
transport the deputies to Glcnwood. 
There was but little demonstration. 
Half an hour later the march to the 
Edna, a qnarter of a mile distant, was 
begun. Each deputy was escorted ty a 
workman and none ' were permitted to 
follow in the rear. Not a loud word 
was spoken. Acting Sheriff Cluly 
brought up the rear of the procession, 
with Bur;reKfi SIcGluckie, of Home- 
stead, and when the river bank wa.s 
readied, each deputy shook hands in 
turn with his escort, tiianked liiin ami 
stepped on board. As Sheriff Clulj- 
stepped upon the gang plank, he turned 
and said: "1 am much obliged boys for 
your kiudnesa and now I will walk the 
pl.nnk." * 

The Edna pu.she d off amid dead silence 
and the little crowd (piietly dispersed. 

The Edna returned from (ilenwood at 
8 ()■( lock, after placing the sheiaff's men 
within ea.sy reach of the eleotrio can for 
Pittsburg. 

The town at this writing is suggestive- 
ly (juiet. though every guard is wide 
awake and at his \ C8^ 

The wcrkmen are not in the least dis- 
mayed liy ti.e stand taken by tlie coin- 
I)aiiy. AH of the men are confident that 
not one of their number would l;o to 
work, even should 5011 deputies Ijc gotten 
into the mill. 

One of the most prominent of the 
workmen said last ni;<ht: "The com- 
pany knows that no Home.stead man 
will work at the mill, and they have 
tried to get their guards into the mill to 
protect all non-union UiIku' which they 
hope to get into tiie mill. We l e.sisted 
them today: we will do so tomorrow 
and the next day if necessary, as we 
don'i iJi oi)ose to give the coijiii.tny anv 
ad , aniHge. Of course it would be fool- 
ish for us to e.xjiert that this will be the 
last attempt on the part of the Carn( x'v 
Steel company to get deputies into tlie 
mill, but we can liandle ii.OOO men in 
Uoiiie-tead just as quietly and nicely as 
we diii t:iis ilozeii." 



BACK IN PIT TSBURG. 

Secratarjr tMreJoy, of tha Carnacla Com- 

pnny, Talkn un the Situiitioii. 

PiTTSBURO, July 6.— Sheriff McCleary 
said, on returning froia Homestead yes- 
terday, that ho had foun<l all quiet 
there. 

The deci»iion to send the deputies was 
merely a precaution and tfiev would 
07ily be on duty inside the fences sur- 
roimding the mills. 

Before leaving Homestead, Sheriff 
McCleary issued and posted the custom- 
ary sheriff'^ proclamation, wamtaig all 
Individtiahi against any breach or the 
peace. 

Secretary Lovejoy, of the Carnegie 
Steel company, said yesterday: "We 
do not anticipate that any attempt will 
be ma«le to damage or destroy the 
Homestead steel works. Our object in 
lil.icing the works under the protection 
of the county is to protect our employes. 
We expect to begin repairing our plant 
by next Monday, and will put 400 or 500 
men to work, possibly more. We have 
a railroad i-unning directly through the 
plant and the men will be sheltered and 
fed inside the works. If necessiury we 
can put 1.000 men to work, eodktiiere 
will not be the slightest neoMsrityof 
bringing them from a foreign Conner 
There ai'e plenty of idle men right here 
in Pittsburg who will go to work when 
they see that protection is guaranteed. 

"We ask the sheriff for no specific 
number of deputies, but expect tlut lie 
vrlll employ sufficient force. We do not 
think that one hundied deputies would 
be enough. We have 700 imd«r contract 
at Homestead to work fox us. They 
have hrokto their contraot" 

Owing to dullness in the Iron bnsiaefw 
about 60 pei cent, ot the Coonellsville 
region coke evens are closed down, 
throwing thousands of ooke workers out 
of employment. It is said that men 
could be aeonred in the ooke yegion tode 
unskilled work at Homestead. 

Tka Court No Autliorlty. 

PiTTSBURO, July 6.— Mr. Brennan said 
hint night regarding the request of the 
Honiehtead workera for an injunction 
preventing the sending of deputy sherii' s 
to Homestead, that nothing can be doi.e 
in the matt*«r, as the court has no au- 
thority to grant aa injunction to pro- 
hibit the peaoe eflloers from ^tecting 
property.

Bluffton. .July 0.— Mrs. Jestie Gar- 
rett, of Wnpakoneta, met a horrible 
death here about H o'clock Monday even- 
ing while making her balloon a-cension 
and parachute leap. At about ■"> o'clock 
the first attempt was made to inflate the 
balloon, when one of the poles broke, 
letting the bjUloon loose. The second 
attempt was not a success, as the para- 
chute tiroke loose from the balloon when 
about twenty feet above the ground. 

At about H o'clock she made the third 
attempt when the balloon rose to a 
height of 4,000 feet above the ground. 
She was carried about half a mile, di- 
rectly over the large stone quarry near 
this place, when she mode the parachute 
leap. She struck in the middle of the 
quarry on the parachute, where she re- 
mained for about fifteen minutes. 
When rescued life was extinct. The 
amount pa id for her life wia $ 100.

. Rio Jankip.o, July 6.— A meeting oi 
Italians was held in Sao Paulo. Sunday 
evening, to protest against the recent ac 
tion of the police of Santos in maltreat- 
ing some Italian tailors at that place. A 
number of persons addressed the meet- 
ing and all of the speeches were Ot the 
most heated chara< ter. 

At the conclusion of tlie proceedings, 
the Italians parad' d through the streets, 
uttering wild shouts and cries and loud- 
ly rltifyiiig the authorities. They tore 
do^^■n a Brazilian flag and otherwise 
acted in the most dis(mlerly and riotous 
manner. 

The authorities were at length forced 
to take measures to suppress the Ital- 
ians. Tiie Italians desperately resiste<l 
every advance made by their opponents 
and a fierce battle was waged between 
the contending parties. 

The police, even with the aid of the 
citizens could not overcome the rioters, 
whc, armed with knives, pistols and 
other weapons fouj'ht with savage 
ferocity ami stubbornly contested everj' 
inch of ground. 

The fighting lasted nil during the 
night and until early in the morning. 

Several persons on both sides were 
killed during the fray, and a large num- 
ber were wounded, many of thnn seri 
onsly. It is felt that the factions may 
again oppose each other, and that in 
such an event, in the present neated con- 
dition of both sidea, mncili Uood will 
flow.

London, July 6.— The expectations of 
the Liberals a.s to gains in the iiietroiiol- 
itan borong^is have not lieen realized. 
The total number of members elected is 
160, of which the Conservatives have 
elected eighty-nine, the Liberal Union- 
ists, eight, and the Liberals, sixty-three, 
including Mr. Thomas Power O'Connor. 
The Tories have gained seven and th« 
Lib-rals five seats in the contest, leaving 
the Liberals a net gain of eight seats, 
including Monday. There is deep dis- 
appointment among the Liberals ovei 
the result in London, where it is evident 
that the success of the Radicals in the 
county Council elections lias not involved 
desertion of Conservative rank.') in thfl 
general elections. 

The nota! lie event of tlie day has lieen 
tlie defeat of Richard Chainljerlnin. and 
even the Kailii'als can not help feelin>« 
pome regret for his pretty young wife, 
who strove so iiard to secure his re-elec- 
tion. Mrs. Chamberlain went person- 
ally among the voters, and especially 
the working class. Her appeals, how- 
ever, although respectfully met. appear 
not to have availeu aeainst the current 
of her husband's unpopularitvand. what- 
ever liiay be in st on' for .foe. Richard 
has fallen outride the breastworks. 

Anoih<;r di-ajiiiiiinted man is Mr. 
Henrv M. Stanley, who has been de- 
feated as a candidate for parliaijieut for 
North Lambeth, in the Liberal Unionis*^ 
interest. This is another case of forcin-; 
a man to rnr for parliament against his 
will. Some of those who know Stanley, 
say that he himself does nut deeply re- 
gret his deftet.

DUST OF COLU MBUS,

Nbw York, July «.— "You may ht 
surprised tf) know that a portion of ths 
remains of Colninbus is here in this very 
city, and in my possession." 

"This declaration occurs in a letter tc 
The Herald signed by Mi-s. E. ."^argent 
of West Fourteenth street, and. .<«trungl 
as it may seem. *Irs. Sargent's claim U 
confirmed rather than weakened by in- 
vestigation. 

Here is her story: "In and for 

many years before that we— my husband 
and myself— were residing at Nassau. N. 
P. Bahamas, and In August of that yoai 
we hud as a guest Sen or J. M. Castillo, 
who was the civil engineer and super- 
vising architect of Santo Domingo wneD 
repairs were made on the cathedral of 
that city in the year of 1878. He was 
present when the Cohimhas casket was 

op»'ned. 

"( )ne day he told us the story, even to 
the finding in the dust of the bullet 
w^hich gave Columbus somuch jiain dur- 
ing the last years of his life. He said 
that the casket of Christopher Columbue 
was ajiart from the other two, and much 
nearer to the high altar. 'When the 
coffins were discovered, he said, word 
was at once sent to the archbishop and 
all the dignitaries of the city, and in theii 
presence a thorough examination was 
made. The result was that the remains 
were pro\'en to be, Iteyond a donbt, 
those of the immortal discoverer. 

"They were then sealed up with much 
form and removed to the palace <rf the 
arehbishop. where a squad of soldiers 
guarded them night and day until the 
repairs of the cathedral were completed. 
Then the leaden cofiin and its precious 
contents were replaced in the TSolt. 

"Having told of the discovery, Senor 
Castillo took from his pocket a small 
package, which he openea for WU in- 
spection, and said it was a bit of the re* 
mains of Columbus. "When the casket 
was oiiened. he said, he was assisting in 
the work and, an opportunity offering, 
he inserted his thumb aad finger and 
took out as much of the dust as hs 
could thus hold. 

"My interest in the relic was so keen 
that he gallantly offered to give it to me. 
You know Spamards axe wont to offer 
everything, expecting yon to take noth- 
ing save the compliment. In this ease, 
however, the Spaniard was taken at his 
word: at least, I took half of the little 
pinch of Columbus that remained out- 
side the vault, t at once placed it in the 
locket in which you see it now. Senor 
Castillo gavn me a c«r liflcate of its gen- 
uineness, which I still have." 

Mrs. Sargent allowed me to copy the 
certificate, which is as follows: 

I hereby certify the inclosed dust has 
been taken from tlie liox wherein the re- 
mains <if Christuph(;r Coluinhus were 
found, at the cathedral St. DoniiiiKu.

How Hangarian uod Italian aiinart 
Calabratfd tha Fourth. 

Stubsnvillb, O., July 6.— Hungarian 
miners at Laureltown, Dillonvale and 

Longrun, nn tht Wheeling and Lake 
Erie railroa<l, celnbr.ited their Fourth 
by a reign of terror and lawlessness. A 
gang of Itali uis and another of Hungar- 
ians started for Wlieeliiig ami Steuben- 
ville. P/oth crowds were drunk and 
tnrbulein hxh'i they met at Waireiiton 
station. 'I' hey i;o,iri!ed th»i car- for tho 
mines and then bc-gan a bloody tight. 

(Jne Hungarian was jiitclied out of the 
car window while tiie train was moving 
and sustained serious in.iurie-. Four 
men wi'i'e li:iil!y cuT with l(uive>. -everal 
women lainreii and the ti-ain men, whc 
endeavored to maintain order, were at 
the mercy of the mob. .Several pas-an- 
gers and riiilroad men wlio iii;crfe!ed 
were badly Ijc.uen. ( )ne Aiiierir un 
kiKjcked SIX rioi.'iS down, and a:iolht<r 
had all hi- front teeth knocked out by a 
]>iece of wood in the hands of an 'in- 
furiated Slav. 

At Laurelton. the mob gained addi- 
tional strength and the fight was con- 
tinued.' One halian's houfc* was leveled 
to the ground, he having e.xc-ited the 
fury of t!ie ii:o!). The ringleadei-s were 
arretted. About a dozen were danger- 
ously woiimied with knives. The Itali- 
.ms statifined themselves along the hill 
and beat oti the Hungarians until Con- 
stable McMiisters summoned suiUcient 
force to quel l the riot.

The- AmMiCMis ex- 
pected a fight, bat the anarohtati mf 
none. The field beinf dear the llm^ 
ican miners soon tore the red flag from 
the pole and ran np the stars and Aripes. 
The red flag was then trammed in the 
dust and torn to shreds. A guard wm 
then appointed, which acted aa the pro* ■ 
tector of the American flag until yeator- 
day morning.

After this conference Mr. Canii)1)ell 
gave out the followiiifi statenient: 
"When 1 was elected chairniiwi of the 
national connnittee it waa with tho dis- 
tinct understanding that my business 
engagements then pending nii{iht render 
it impossible for me to act in that 
capacity, 'ihis contingency was fully 
understood by the conmiittee and others 
directly inteiesttd.
